Started, Says Minister of War 


Militarism, the great enemy of pro- 
gress, actugly has been mortally 
wounded by war itself. This sum- 
marizes the progress of the last three 
years, acc ording to Paul Painlevye, 
the French minister of war, in re- 
viewing the war to date, Minister 
’ainleve's summary follows: 

Chree years of war! Imagination 
at firs conjures up mourning and 
demonstration, However, we dare to 
say that humanity has progressed 
during these three years. The great 
enemy of all progress, militarism, ac- 
tually has been wounded mortally by 
war itself. The ideal of the nations 
of peace expresses itself very pre- 
cisely against the brutality of nations 
cf conquest and gains little by little 
throughout the entire world. Des- 
pite the vicissitudes this ideal will 
triumph, . 

“While the curve of German force 
has sunk, the curve of the strength 
of the allies has risen year by year, 
and the entrance of the United States 
into the war.has given it a sudden 
and formidable impetus, Germany's 
fate is determined. 

“Elenceforth, France, particularly, 
can show with elation, its balance of 
the last three years. Bleeding, still 
iivaded, she is not only greater and 
more glorious, but she is stronger 
tmnilitarily and politically than on 
August 2, 1914. If Germany, stripped 
of its hegaemony, ruined of its com- 
merece and reduced to an alliance 
with se Ker ral groups of adventurers, 
today compares itself to France, it 
}will show what three years of war 
have cost it.”

British In France 
Wear Chain Visor 


New Form of Helmet Will Reduce 
the Number of Blinded Men 


One of the most recent improve- 
ments in the helmets for the soldiers 
at the front the chain visor, of 
which liundreds of thousands are 
now in use in France, This is a 
picce of steel chain mail which falls 
over the eyes like a veil as far as 
the bridge of the nose, and is tied 
on behind. Its purpose is to guard 


the eyes from fragments of sand, 
rock or metal splinters striking from 
below, which are the se of nine 
cut of ten cases of blindness in the 
army, In the daytime the soldier 
can see perfectly well through the 
visor, and, if necessary, half of it can 
be put aside so as to uncover one 
eye. The visor does not seem to be 


very popular with the soldiers at 
present as the chain mail tends to 
couse abrasions of the nose. The 
nicn also think that it interferes with 
secing in bayonet fighting, and they 
have a prejudice against it because it 
makes them look like guys. It is said 
that at the battle of Arras men wear- 
ing a visor went into action with the 
helmet turned front to back, and it

Germany Has Utterly Lost Faith 
and Confidence of the 
World 


After three years of war, we hear 
a great deal about German man- 
Power being exhausted. There is re- 
newed talk about German finances 
being at the point of collapse. That 
Germany’s food supply is failing, ev 
erybody knows; thatymany of her 
industries are ruined, Ys not denied: 
that her shipping and commerce have 
suffered blows from which it will 
take a generation to recover, is ad- 
mitted by German business men. It 
is not strange that they are reported 
tobe urging peace as an imperative 
necessity if anything is to be saved 
out of the wreck, But Germany has 
to mourn today a greater loss than 
any of those mentioned. She has 
squandered her moral assets. At a 
time when she needs to call up all 
her reserves of good faith and con 
fidence, she finds that they have been 
wasted. Nobody believes her, * No- 
body trusts her. Upon the German 
government the disagreeable evi 
dence that” it is morally bankrnpt 
is being pressed from every quarter. 

This is the indisputable truth 
Which stands out in the reception 
throughout the world of the latest 
peace proposals by Germany. They 
meet with almost universal skepti 
cism and suspicion. This wonld not 
be the case if Germany stood at-pres- 
ent in the position which she occu- 
pied in the world’s estimation at the 
beginning of 1914, If at that time 
we had had a specific resolution 
adopted by the German reichstag 
and a declaration by the German 
chancellor, emphatic, renewed, ex 
plained, we should all have said 
that here was something seriously 
to be reckoned with. It would have 
been the Germany which we thought 


we knew saying what it would be 
reasonable to believe true. But three 
years have sufficed to destroy that 


Presumption, It is Germany herself 
that has taught the world to distrust 


her, A long course of lawlessness 


heaped upon duplicity, of brutality 
intermingled with deceit, has made 
every utterance of the German goy 
crnment suspected, Hence, the amaz 


ing, painful, unanimity with whieh 
public men and the press in all bel 
ligerent and neutral countries have 
looked upon the repeated peace prof 
fers of the German authorities 
merely a snare the unwary.

Its fair language today is 
read in the light of Betlmann-Foll 
wee’s talk of peace in December 
1916, though he afterwards admitted 
that he was merely secking to gain 
time to build submarines and make 
the V more terocious than ever, 
The intercepted Zimmermann note is 
not forgotten, The German foreign 
office has made itself the synonym 
for untrustworthiness. ‘The German 
vovernment has discredited in ad- 
vance its own dociiments. It has 
turned every ian’s hand against it. 

This, of course, cannot go on for- 
ever, The rest of the world has got 


to live with Germany; and, in the 
end, an iron-bound eement will 
have to be made with her, But 


meanwhile, at the present juneciure, 
Germany presents the melancholy 
spectacle of a great nation that has 
morally committed suicide -From

Grounding Wire Fences
